means a firm seedbed free from large 
clods. 

2. USE ADAPTED SEED. Not nec- 
essarily new varieties. But the best 
oi those available. There may be several 
bushels per acre yield difference among 
hybrids widely grown in any one area. 
Some hybrids naturally produce more 
than others. 

The Iowa Corn Yield Test bulletin 
shows how popular hybrids have per- 
formed during the last few years. 

3. FERTILIZE AS NEEDED. Big 
crops last year took a lot of fertility out 
of Corn Belt soils. So it may be more 
important than ever to add fertilizer. 

Corn not following a legume sod and 
not getting manure may need 60 to 120 
pounds of elemental nitrogen. Even 
red clover-timothy or alfalfa-brome sods 
may respond profitably to 20 to 40 
pounds of nitrogen. More will be needed 
if the sod was mostly grass. 

On soils testing low to very low, 20 to 
60 pounds of available phosphate is rec- 
ommended. On low to very low potash 
soils, 20 to 60 pounds of potash is needed. 

A hill or row fertilizer applied at 
planting time is needed on heavy soils. 
It should be used on other soils, too, un- 

less large amounts of fer- 
tilizer are plowed under. 

If you didn’t get a soil 
test, your county extension 
lirector may be able to sug- 
gest what fertilizer to use. 
Remember that a balance 
of plant foods is needed. 

4.PLANT THICK 
STANDS. About 16,000 
plants per acre for heavy 
soils, suggests Duncan. 
That means dropping 
about five kernels per 40 
inches of row when rows 
are 40 inches wide. 

On medium texture soils, 
use at least 14,000 plants 
per acre. That’s four ker- 
nels per 40 inches of row. 

Light texture or low fer- 
tility soils should have 
about 12,000 plants per 
acre, according to Duncan. 
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Without seed planting, neither good 

seed nor fertilizer can give 
thick stands and high yields. Cliff Hand- 
saker, Story county, lowa, field checks 
depth of planting. 


That means dropping three to four ker- 
nels. 

Kernels should be placed from two to 
two and a half inches below the surface 
of the soil. Deeper plantings may cut 
stands. Be sure your planter is working 
properly. You can’t grow ears without 
plants. 

5. CONTROL WEEDS AND IN- 
SECTS. Preparation of seedbed should 
kill all weeds possible. Careful cultiva- 
tion can keep weeds down. 

It’s hard to tell what insects you'll 
have to fight. Mostly, you can just keep 
a close watch and spray before damage 
gets heavy. 

In second or third year corn, root- 
worms can be controlled with insecti- 
cides either broadcast or placed near the 
hill. Aldrin mixed with starter fertilizer 
is worth considering. 

6. GET WORK DONE ON TIME. 
Don’t plow when soil is too wet. But 
early plowing is usually best. 

Planting should be finished before 
May 20. That holds true regardless of 
the maturity of the corn planted. 

Weed control depends largely on time- 
liness. Insect losses are larger when 
treatment is delayed. 

“It is a balance of these factors plus 
reasonable weather that makes 100- 
bushel corn,” points out Duncan. “An 
oversupply of one factor won’t make up 
shortage of another. But with balance, 
chances for 100-bushel corn are good.”

Just As Much Corn 


ARE YOU going to plant as much corn 
as last year’? In lowa, farmers now ex- 
pect to plant almost the same acreage 
as a year ago.

This is probably more than we’ll need 
for the year.

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Without Corn Loan, All 
Livestock Prices Would 
Have Gone Bad In 1953 


[ID you ever stop to think what would 

happen to livestock prices next fall 
if we hadn’t had corn loans on the 1952 
crop? 

Without a corn loan, would 
have dropped below a dollar a bushel 
last fall. Hog production this spring 
would have stepped up. 

Instead of a decrease in hog numbers 
in 1953, there would have been an in- 
crease of 10 percent or more. 

That weuld have sent big supplies of 
hogs on the market at the same time as 
increased numbers of beef cattle. 

All meat prices would have slumped. 
So would chicken prices. So would eggs. 
Ten-dollar hogs might have come back.

Y HOLDING corn off the market and 
keeping the price up, the loan pre- 
vented the kind of expansion in livestock 


that could have been fatal to farm 
hopes for profits. 

We'll have trouble anyway. Ask cat- 
tle feeders if you don’t believe it. But 


we won't get an increase in hog numbers 
next fall. Without a corn loan last De-

enough why farmers in those areas are 
planting as much or more corn. 

In the Corn Belt, corn is plentiful, 
Why are farmers planning to produce as 
much as last year? There seem to be 
several reasons: 

1. A corn loan for 1953 of around 
$1.50. “Free corn” will sell for a good 
deal less next fall. 

2. Weather worries. Some _ farmers 
think a drouth period is coming back. 

3. Livestock supplies. If more thin 
cattle come on the market next fall, a 
feeder with plenty of corn might find a 
profit in cattle feeding. 

Anybody who raises corn to sell, not 
to feed, should note that his market next 
fall is Uncle Sam. That means more 
cribs and bins.

“Watch your markets,” advises F. A. 
Lauter, another Plymouth county, lowa, 
farmer. “Most of us have put lots of 
emphasis on increased production. But 
sometimes you can make as much by 
careful marketing as you can thru in- 
creased production.” ° 

Lauter started farming in 1930. He 
rented until 1946, when he bought his 
o20-acre farm. 

“Keep watching the world 
and trade situation. Changes there could 
make a big difference in farming plans 
you should follow,” Lauter adds.

Everybody says farmers must cut 
costs. Where do you start cutting? 


“Not on fertilizer!” declares Lauter. 
“That's the last place to cut. With the 
price of corn supported, every extra 
bushel will mean more profit,” he says. 

Aim for high corn production. Take 
it easy on livestock because livestock 
prices are uncertain. That’s what many 
experienced farmers are thinking. 

“We may have to do like we did be- 
fore,” comments Nelson. “Roll up your 
sleeves and not be afraid of some hard 
work.” 

“Trace machinery,” Nelson advises. 
“Maybe young farmers short on capital 
make arrangements to older 
farmers’ machinery and pay back with 
My son uses my machinery.”

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And Weidauer suggests: “Share ma- 
chirery. That’s what we do. When you 
harvest, vou need extra help anyway 
Why not trade both help and machin- 
ery?” 


“Efficiency is the real key,” con- 
tends another farmer. You’ve got 
to do a good job of what you’re try- 


ing to do. 


Main thing is to strike the best bal- 
ance. Hold costs and investments as 
low as possible without reducing eff- 
ciency. 

“Falling prices are tough for the fel 
low who is spread out too thin—and for 
young farmers.” J. N. Horlacher o 
3uena Vista county, Iowa. 

“But for the man who can stick it oul 
the leveling off will be a good thing. We 
get too reckless when prices keep going 
up.” Horlacher argues. 

Horlacher started farming in 1893. S° 
he has weathered several periods of farm 
price decline. 

“The early ‘20s hurt me worse than the 
’30s.” Horlacher says. “I learned in the 
’20s. And I got set for the ’30s.” 

What’s Horlacher’s advice? 

Reduce your indebtedness 
Do the best possible job of farming. 
And don’t depend on the government to 
pull vou out of a jam. 4 

Does all this sound too pessimist¢: 
It isn’t intended that way. Most & 
perienced farmers aren’t expecting ° 
repetition of the ’30s. Not at all. But 
it’s time to tighten the belt-—do som 
sound thinking and careful planning.

QPRING-PLOWED land is often 
: a headache. You can do a lot 
of work on it and still have a bad 
seedbed for corn or beans. 

Clods can be so big that they’ll 
throw the planter runners out of 
the ground. And the surface can 
so dry that you can’t the 
planter mark, or get the seed in 
moist ground. : 

How avoid clods? These points 
are important: (1) ground prep- 
aration before plowing, (2) when 
to plow, (3) how deep to plow, 
(4) when to harrow plowed 
ground. 


PREPARATION: A good disk- 
ing will cut up the top two or three

inches of the furrow slice. That 
makes clods thinner than on un- 
disked land. Three-inch clods 


should be the limit if you plew six 
inches deep. 

In dry seasons, the disking will 
close cracks. A fine mulch on top 
will hold moisture and check clod 
formation. 

So most farmers disk land be- 
fore plowing in the spring.

Money Made Available By Legislature 


Will Be Loaned To Farmers By FHA

Farmers have asked these ques- 
tions, and others, since the action 
by the Iowa lawmakers. The gen- 


eral answer is this: 


The Farmers Home Administra- 
tion will make the loans. Borrow- 
ers will be approved under the 
same conditions and rules that 
FHA has always used. But let’s 


spell it out. 


What conditions must a 
farmer meet to get a loan from 
this fund? 


He must need money to oper- 
ate his farm efficiently. It may 
be needed to buy feed, seed, ferti- 
lizer, etc. 

Then he must be unable to bor- 
row from banks or other lending 
agencies. Collateral may not meet 
their demands. 

Willingness to cooperate with 
FHA is another condition. Loans 
are supervised — the borrower 
must plan his operations with the 
county FHA supervisor. 

On what terms will this 
money be loaned to farmers? 
Loans will run for five years, 

or in some seven years. 
Loans will be amortized—that is, 
some part of the principal must 
be paid each year. Interest rate 
will be five percent. 

These loans are the 
what was once known as “stand- 
ard rehabilitation loans.” They 
are now called “farm operating” 
loans.

Where did the money come 
from? Is there more to be 
added to it for loans to farm- 


ers? 


The answer goes back to depres- 
sion days. The federal govern- 
ment made grants of money to 
states for farm relief purposes 
from 1933 to 1935. A non-profit 

. group, “the Iowa Rural Rehabilita- 
tion Corporation,” got $1,078,000 
from the federal government un- 
der those grants. 

The corporation was dissolved 
in 1939, and its assets put in a 


trust fund under the U. S. Secre. 
tary-of Agriculture, 


Collections of principal and in. 


terest have brought the fund up 
to a value of $1,142,000 at the pres. 
ent time. 

The U.S. government offered to 
let Iowa and other states keep the 
money if it would be used for 
loans to farmers. So the Iowa 
legislature agreed, after refusing 
two years ago. 

The lowa State Department of 
Social Welfare will be trustee for 
the funds. But FHA will loan 
them. 

FHA has direct U.S. appropria- 
tions to be used in the same way 
this money is loaned. But the Iowa 
fund will be kept separate. It’s a 
revolving fund. As payments are 
made each year more loans can be 
made. 


Some farmers have asked 
what other loans, if any, are 
available thru the FHA? 


FHA has three types of loans. 
They are (1) Farm Operating loans 
just described, (2) Farm Owner. 
ship loans under which farmers 
can buy farms (tenant-purchase) 
and (3) Farm Housing loans avw- 
thorized under the 1949 housing 
law. 

Under the Farm Ownership 
section, there are provisions for 
Farm Enlargement Loans and 
Farm Development Loans. Thes 
might add another 40 acres 
make an efficient farming unit. 0 
loans might be used for tile and 
soil improvements. 

All of these loans are dependent 
on money being available. Money 
has been short of late, according 
to B. W. Lodwick, head of Iowa 
FHA. 

Appropriations are insufficient 
in all cases. And the authorized 
interest rate on insured type mort- 
gages has been too low to attract 
lenders. 

Farmers who are interested in 
these loans should contact their 
nearest county FHA supervisor. 
However each county does not 
have a representative. If you don't 
know where the nearest office is, 
ask your extension director or 
write the state FHA office in the 
Iowa Building, Des Moines, lowa.

Most Flies 


Emphasize Sanitation. 


Talk Of 


| OW effective was your fly con- 
trol program last year? 
Lots of farmers are saying that 
chemicals recommended for fly 
contro] don’t do the job. After 
making the applications as recom- 
mended, they still have flies. 
Along with that come reports 
from entomologists that flies can 
develop tolerance for some chem- 
icals. For example, flies which 
survive one DDT treatment may 
live to produce flies which also 
can survive DDT treatments. 
Does that mean the commonly 


recommended fly control chem- 
icals are outdated? 
Maybe, they will. be outdated, 


but not yet. Research people are 
trying to develop better fly killers. 
But none are ready for general 
use yet. 

Actually, most insect control 
experts think that some farmers 
have been expecting too much 
from fly control chemicals. That 
was pointed out at the annual con- 


ference of the North. Central 
States Branch of the American 


Entomological Society last month 
in St. Louis, Mo. 


Resistance to fly control 
chemicals is the easy explana- 
tion of the failure of a fly con- 
trol program. 
In many cases of fly control 
failure, chemicals have been ex- 
pected to do all the work—while 
sanitation was neglected. 

Those statements were voiced 
frequently at the insect control 
conference. 

The entomologists doubt that 
many farms have yet developed 
chemical-resistant strains of flies. 
They think that farmers can get 
satisfactory fly control with the 
same chemicals that have been 
recommended—if combined with 
good sanitation. 

“T would be the last person to 
say that sanitation alone will con- 
trol flies,” declares R. J. Dicke, en- 
tomologjst at the University of 
Wisconsin. “But we need to put 
more emphasis on sanitation—at

least as much emphasis as we put 
on insecticides.” 

Harold Gunderson, extension 
entomologist at Iowa State Col. 
lege, agrees. He says you Can’t ex. 
pect any chemical to control flies 
if you ignore sanitation. 

Best advice is to start your fly 
control program by destroying fly 
breeding places. Get rid of manure 
piles and collections of rotting 
leaves, straw and trash. Keep your 
barnyards and stables clean dur- 
ing summer. Treat or drain stag. 
nant ponds. 


If you don’t destroy breed- 
ing place§, flies can hatch just 
as fast as you can kill them 
with chemicals. Maybe faster. 


“Watch the calf pens in your 
barn,” Dicke advises dairymen. 
“T’ve seen unsuccessful fly control 
programs which might have been 
successful if the calf pens had 
been cleaned just once a week.” 

Iowa State College entomolog. 
ists recommend DDT or meth- 
oxychlor spray for fly control 
during early summer and fall. Lin- 
dane spray is recommended dur- 
ing the hot weather of midsum- 
mer. Of course, DDT is not recom- 
mended for use on dairy animals 
or in dairy barns. Pyrethrins are 
recommended for daily spraying to 
repel flies. 

You'll want to apply chemicals 
according to directions on the 
label. But for right now, the main 
thing is to get that sanitation pro- 
gram started. The parents and 
grandparents of the flies that will 
cause you trouble this summer 
already are emerging to lay eggs. 

“Sanitation is more important 
than finding a newer and better 
insecticide,” Dicke declares. 

So don’t give up on fly control 
with present insecticides. And 
don’t wait for a new chemical to 
do the job for you. Chances are 


that you can combine present 
chemicals with good sanitation 
and get the job done. There's 


evidence that you can control flies 
with the tools you now have.

Bull calves that can make fast, low-cost gains 
can pass that ability on to their calves!

There 
is little variation between breeds in gaining 
But there is marked difference within 
breeds ... and from the same herd. Some bulls 
gain up to 3% Ibs. per day, others less than 2 lbs. 
Similar tests are made with calves sired by these 
bulls. Their ability to gain follows closely the 
record of their sires. 

Experienced stockmen with an “expert eye” 
can and do select, on type and conformation, 
profitable animals for breeding and feeding pur- 
But “‘gain-test’’ records can be a valuable 
. Recently an expert “‘eye-selected”’ 20 
feeder steers. They were put in a feeding test 
with similar steers from gain-tested bulls. The 
eye-picked steers gained 2.15 lbs. a day, at a cost 
of $20.30 per ewt. The “‘gain-tested” steers gained 
2.35 lbs.; at $18.67 cost—more weight at $1.63 
less per cwt.

green, leafy hay requires sunshine. But top 
quality legume silage can be put up in almost 
any kind of weather, as long as the fields are 
solid enough for the operation of machinery. 

Legume silage is good feed. For wintering 
beef cattle, no other protein supplement is 
needed when a full feed of legume silage is fed. 
In an Iowa test, cattle on a full feed of legume 
silage, plus a little corn, gained no faster when 
two pounds of corn were replaced with protein 
supplement. 

Because of these advantages, there has been 
a big increase in the use of legume silage in 
recent years. And it is not even necessary to 
have a silo. Legume silage can be put up in 
stacks as long as one important must is ob- 
served. There must be plenty of moisture in 
stacked silage so that it will pack well. It is 
almost impossible to have too much moisture 
for good results. On the other hand, too little 
moisture willlead to most unsatisfactory results.

Executive Officers To Replace Farmers 
In Both State And County PMA Offices 


OUR PMA committees, both 

state and county, will become 
part time employes under an order 
issued by U. S. Secretary of Agri- 
culture, Ezra T. Benson. 

When you go to the local county 
PMA office, you will meet a coun- 
ty office manager. He will be hired 
by the county PMA committee to 
run the office. He will also hire 
and fire other office employes. 

At the state PMA office, a State 
Executive Officer will be top man. 
Even the state chairman will be 
a part-timer. The executive offi- 
cer will be “responsible to the 
state committee.” 


Under the new set-up, the 
state commitee members will 
be appointed from Washing- 
ton as they are now. County 
PMA committees will be 
elected by farmers as the law 
provides. 


But PMA committeemen, on both 
state and county levels, will meet 
only as necessary to make poli- 
cies. That will be their only duty. 

Committeemen will be paid on 
what is known as the WAE basis 
(when actually unemployed). Sev- 
enty-five days per year is sug: 
gested. 

That’s the PMA set-up as now 
ordered by Secretary Benson. It 
is expected that county offices will 
be under the new system by July 
1. The state office, by May 1. 

What does the change mean? 
To evaluate the shift it is neces- 
sary to look at the PMA commit- 
tees as they have developed in 
the Corn Belt. 

When the “corn-hog” commit- 
tees were set up 20 years ago 
(forerunners of AAA and PMA), 
farmers didn’t have much faith in 
experts. 

So the elected farmer commit- 
tee svstem was provided. Farmer 
talked to farmer about corn seal- 
ing, crop rotations for earning 
soil conservation payments, crop 
allotments, etc. 

This was true all the way from 
the township to the state office. 
But under the new system, that 
will be different.

But at county and state offices 
they’ll meet full-time executive 
secretaries who will put in effect 
policies made by the part-time 
PMA committees. 

How well the new PMA plan 
pleases farmers may be deter. 
mined by some procedures not 
clear at this time. 

For instance, will the count) 
PMA committee really have powe: 
to select the office manager? What 
will his qualifications have to be 

And what will the farm pro- 
gram be? If PMA duties are to in 
clude only corn sealing, and othe 
features of the present farm pro- 
gram law are not to be used, then 
the new set-up should be ade 
quate and satisfactory. 

Several things indicate that 
PMA is to be cut down to size 
ACP payments will be transferred 
after this year. Establishment of 
crop goals has been abandoned 
It may be that crop adjustment 
powers and other provisions of 
the farm law are not to be used 
either. 

One given for the 
change is to reduce employes 
in state and county PMA of- 
fices. Thus the full-time coun- 
ty office manager will do the 
work formerly done by three- 
member county committees.

O farm people, one big item of 
news at Washington was the 
resignation of Claude Wickard. 
Wickard had served on the first 
corn-hog committee in 1933, went 
to Washington in 1934 with the 
old AAA, became regional direc- 
tor and later administrator, assist- 
ant secretary and under secretary. 
Then when Henry A. Wallace 
was nominated for vice-president, 
Wickard was moved up to secre- 
tary of agriculture. After Tru- 
man became president, Wickard 
was given the job of running REA. 
His term had two years more to 
run. But he resigned. 
* * * * 


Was Wickard forced out of 
his job? And what does the 
resignation mean to REA? 


Secretary Benson took the posi, 
tion that his chief aides, of whom 
the head of REA is one, should be 
men he had picked. Wickard is a 
Democrat, closely associated with 
the New Deal. So he had to go. 

Whether this means a change in 
REA policy is a matter of dispute. 
Some members of congress and 
some farm leaders believed that® 
the REA, under Wickard, had 
gone too far in financing so-called 
“super-cooperatives” in developing 
electrical power generating plants 
in competition with privately- 
owned plants. The American 
Farm Bureau Federation, for in- 
stance, has opposed these “super- 
cooperatives.”

Will Ivy Duggan, Demo- 
cratic head of the Farm Credit 
Administration, also be forced 
out? Duggan has five years 
more to serve. 

Not just yet. Duggan has strong 
support among southern members 
of congress, and is generally re- 
garded as having made a 
record. He was not as prominent 
in New Deal affairs as Wickard, 
altho he worked with “Spike” 
Evans in the old AAA for a time. 

For the long pull, Secretary 
Benson wants semi-independent 
agencies like REA and FCA tied 
in more closely to the Department 
of Agriculture: Their chiefs would 
be appointed by him and would 
serve at his pleasure. 

Benson says that if the govern- 
ment is to have a co-ordinated 
farm program, all activities should 
be put under the secretary, and 
he should be held responsible.

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Making A Creep 





A* April pigs begin to come, you 

may want to brush up on this 
point: How get pigs to eat feed 
at the earliest possible age? 

It’s important because early 
eaters are fast growers. They re- 
sist disease. And they hardly 
notice the shock at weaning time. 

Teaching pigs to eat has several 
angles: What feeding method? 
What feed? What tricks can be 
used to coax pigs to eat? 

To give you pointers on these 
problems Wallaces’ Farmer and 
Iowa Homestead questioned a 
group of hog raisers who have 
proved themselves—the 1952 class 
of lowa Master Swine Producers. 





These farmers are unani- 
mous on one point. Pigs 
should be creep-fed. They can’t 
fight for feed with the sows, 


“IT always fix a creep for pigs at 
one two weeks—never later 
than two,” says Iklwood Yoder of 
Washington county, Iowa. A dozen 
Master Swine Producers said the 
same thing in different words. 

But on the question of what 
feed to offer pigs first, they don’t 
see eye to eye. They agree that 
the first feed should be strong on 
appetite appeal. But they differed 
on what it might be. 

Roughly, a little less than half 
prefer a rolled oats starter. A 
little over half lean toward pig 
meal. But some use both or let 
the pigs choose. 

None mixes his own pig starter. 
Some use synthetic milk. Here’s 
what they say about feeds and 
special tricks to get pigs to eat. 

Paul Schwandt of Hamilton 

county uses two kinds of feed: 
“I start with rolled oats and 
then switch to some commercial 
pig starter. I usually buy two or 
three brands of feed, both pellet 
and meal and then choose the 
feed that pigs eat best. 

“T think I’ll try some feed this 
spring with sugar in it .-. . some- 
times it pays to moisten the pel- 
lets With a little water.” y 
Virgil Nehls, of Crawford coun- 
ty, wants feed to be handy for

Vernon Origer of Emmet count 
puts the pigs’ first feed on fresh 
sod: ; 

“I’ve found that pigs will eat 
cracked corn and _ hulled 
sooner than anything else. But 
I’m using starter pellets because !

of added vitamins and antibiotics 

“I always dig fresh sod in the 
fall and store it in the barn. [ put 
this in the brooders when pigs are 
five days old. Then I sprinkle feed 
On the sod.” 

Ralph M. Marsh of Butler 
county emphasizes value of sod 

“We use sod exclusively [0 
keeping pigs from having anemia 
So we put our first feed in with 
the sod in a shallow pan undet 
brooders.” 

Elmer Kehrli of Delaware 
county says hog raisers 
shouldn't forget fresh water 
for pigs:

How To Stop Garden 


Soil Insects 


Here’s 


Advice On New Varieties. 


Weed Control And Seed Treatment 


To help you get your home 
garden off to a good start, Ben 
Vance, extension horticultur- 
ist at Iowa State College, 
makes these suggestions. 


NOME early garden work can be 
directed toward fighting soil 
insects. Iowa State College work- 
ers have learned a lot about con- 
trolling garden insects in the last 
few years. For example, we know 
now that chlordane applied to the 
soil helps control cutworms, cab- 
bage maggots, carrot weevils, root 
aphids, wireworms and_ white 
grubs. 

The treatment is worth trying 
in most gardens—particularly if 
the same ground has been in gar- 
den crops for many years. 

Use one pound of 10 percent 
chlordane dust for every 1,000 
square feet of garden. Mix the 
dust in with the top two or three 
inches of soil after plowing and 
before planting. 

Or you can spray chlordane on 
the garden. Use four ounces of 45 
percent emulsifiable concentrate 
in five to 10 gallons of water for 
each 1,000 square feet of garden. 

For smaller areas use this guide: 
two tablespoons of 45 percent 
concentrate in one and one-half to 
two gallons of water for each strip 
12 inches wide and 200 feet long.

IF YOU TOOK TIME to plow 
your garden last fall, you’re off 
to a head start. 

In general, you can figure that 
fall plowed ground will work and 
be ready to plant one to two weeks 
earlier than spring plowed gar- 
dens.

NEW VARIETIES of garden 
seeds claimed to be better than 
ever are on the market again this 
year.

Best advice is to stay with you 
old standbys that have prove 
themselves to be good producers 
under your garden conditions 
Then, in addition, try some of the 
new varieties on a small

for yourself whether or not the 
new is better than the old.

Soft-shelled eggs are usually 
caused by a shortage of calcium 
in the ration. Often, hens do not 
eat enough oyster shell when it is 


offered free-choice. Try adding 
finely ground limestone to their 
ration at the rate of about two

When looking over your insur- 
ance policy don’t forget to check 
the policy holder’s name. _Insur- 
ance companies will not pay a loss 
claim to you unless the policy is 
written in your name. The title to 
an insurance policy does not 
change with the title of the farm 
unless proper endorsements are at- 
tached. An insurance policy is a 
contract, and both parties must 
agree to any changes made. 

Check the expiration date of the 
policy. You can’t collect insur- 
ance if your policy has expired. 
Most companies give you 30 days 
to make payment after premiums 
are due before they cancel the 
policy. An expired insurance 
policy is worth no more than the 
paper it’s written on. 

You may have buildings on your 
farm that are not insured. Each 
building that is covered will be de- 
scribed in the policy. And you 
may, be paying insurance on a 
building that’s no longer on the 
farm. 

Unused buildings on the farm 
should be insured for the value of 
the material. You may have an 
old barn that can’t be used as a 
barn. But you plan to use the 
material to build a hog house. 
Then you’d want enough insur- 
ance to cover the value of the 
material in the old barn. 

Read and understand the fine 
print in your policy. You will find 
some exclusions in the fine print. 


You need special endorse- 
ments to the insurance policy 
if you use heat lamps or store 
gasoline in or near a building. 
Or if the building has roll 
roofing. 


If you have more than one in- 
surance policy on a building, be 
sure each company knows about 
the other policies. Especially if 
you have more insurance than it 
would take to replace the building. 

Farm building insurance cover- 
age should be revised as the re- 
placement value of the building 
goes up or down. Replacement 
value is based on the cost of an- 
other building similar to the one 
covered by the insurance policy.

THE greatest death loss in pigs 
happens during the first few 
days after a litter is born. 

Many of these losses can be pre- 
vented by careful management at 
farrowing time and strict sanita- 
tion. Here are the essential steps: 

1. Before farrowing: Sow’s teats 
and hindquarters should be 
scrubbed. Put her in a clean, dis- 
infected farrowing stall or pen. 

2. At farrowing time: Few sows 
need help. But if they do, handle 
thm and the pigs with gloved 
hands or surgically clean instru- 
ments. Get a veterinarian’s help 
if necessary. 

Heat will save many small pigs. 
A weak pig has twice the chance 
of survival under a heat lamp. 

3. After farrowing: Little pigs 
heed anemia preventives. It’s 
good insurance when the pigs are 
or four days old to provide 
ome clean, fresh sod, paint the

tion or give each pig an iron pill.

Sanitation: It’s a good idea 


‘uring the farrowing season not 
‘© allow strangers, salesmen, or 
“ven neighbors to visit the far- 
wing house or pens. They may 
‘atry disease to your farm. 


When sick pigs are noticed, 
Separate them at once from 
the rest of the herd. Have 
your veterinarian diagnose the 
trouble. Don’t let the disease 
‘pread thru your herd before 
you try to stop it. 


There are a number of so-called 
‘aby pig diseases.” They cover 
‘erything from chilling and 
lite scours to the acute type of 
'eritis called transmissible gas- 
eritis. Here are some of 
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These “Baby Pig Diseases” 


the more common baby pig dis- 
eases: 

WHITE SCOURS: White or 
slate-colored scours usually caused 
by damp, cold pens or improper 
feeding of the sow. Changing the 
sow’s ration, cleaning up the pen, 
and medicine for the pigs will take 
care of this trouble. 

HYPOGLYCEMIA: Brought 
about by chilling and poor feed- 
ing of the sow. This causes a 
shortage of available sugar in the 
pig’s blood and brings on convul- 
sions and sometimes death. Pre- 
vent by furnishing heat for the 
pigs and proper feed for the sow. 
Glucose has saved pigs already 
affected. 

TRANSMISSIBLE GASTRO- 
ENTERITIS: A contagious disease 
thought to be caused by a virus. 
This disease can spread rapidly 
among pigs that are only a few 
hours old. Usual symptoms are 
vomiting, excessive scouring, 
weakness, and death in a day or 
two. There is no known treat- 
ment. If the disease hits, keep 
the sows separate as they farrow. 


LEPTOSPIROSIS: Symptoms are 


similar to those of other diseases 
described here. Sudden fatal at- 
tacks with or without scouring 
may be due to leptospirosis. <A 
laboratory diagnosis is needed to 
tell for sure. 

MIXED INFECTIONS: Pigs that 
are anemic and raised in unsani- 
tary conditions may acquire in- 
fected navels, sores around the 
mouths and gums, and intestinal 
troubles. These pigs will be poor 
risks when more serious diseases 
strike. Pigs in good shape are bet- 
ter able to resist disease. 





BEST REMEDY for removing 
swine roundworms is sodium 
fluoride, say Nebraska livestock 


specialists. But it is poisonous, so 
directions should be followed ex- 
actly. Here are the directions: mix 
one pound of sodium fluoride to 
100 pounds of ground, dry feed. 
Leave the feed before the pigs 
for 24 hours. Then remove all of 
the treated feed, or mix it thoroly 
with the next day’s ration. Never 
let poultry or other animals get 
to the left-over feed.

Holiday Meals From 


Your Freezer 


Y DOING a little advanced planning 

plus using her home freezer, Mrs. 
Glenn Randau, Story county, lowa, has 
solved the problem of a family holiday 
dinner. ° 

She takes a complete dinner from her 
freezer Easter day without a single prep- 
aration worry. 

All preparation was done 
weeks in advance with the entire dinner 
stored in the freezer until the eventful 
day. It’s just 4s simple for you to fix 
any holiday dinner in this manner. 

First of all comes a little pre-planning 
for the special occasion. Your family 
can make suggestions as to what they 
would like. In Mrs. Randau’s case, son 
Ronald had his eye on a piece of pecan 
pie. This might insure help on pre-din- 
ner and freezer preparation since fam- 
ily members will feel they have a def- 
inite part in the meal. 

Traditions come in for their share in 
planning. Maybe it’s traditional with 
your family to have ham with raisin 
sauce on Easter. Perhaps you'll want 
hot cross buns. Then you'll want to 
plan your menu around this. 

Here is a menu which can be frozen as 
far ahead of a holiday as you may wish.

the various dishes at your convenience. 

While-the cider is particularly appro- 
priate for the Randau family, all of you 
could use it in your menu. The Randaus 
have a large orchard and each year make 
many gallons of cider to sell or for their 
own use. 


If you butcher your own hogs, 
you'll probably have a ham already 
for the occasion. Wrap it in alumi- 
num foil and place in your deep 
freeze to have handy. 


Even your raisin sauce could be made 
early and frozen in pint ice cream car- 
tons. This is not too necessary, consid- 
ering the short time it would take to 
make. 

For variety, shape cooked sweet pota- 
toes into balls around marshmallows. 
These should be placed in a container so 
they will keep their shape before the 
quick freezing takes place. When you 
take them from the freezer, place them 
in the oven during the latter part of the 
ham’s roasting period. They should 
heat and melt the marshmallow, yet re- 
tain the ball shape. 

Your frozen fruit salad may be put in 
your home freezer as far ahead of time 
as you like. Try using a whipped cream 
base with fruit for variety. Strawber- 
ries would give a gay holiday color to 
the salad. This should be removed from 
the freezer immediately before use. 

Tantalizing pineapple relish will add 
a cheery note to your meal. It can be 
prepared according to your favorite 
recipe as far in advance as you wish. 
You will have to remember to remove it 
from the freezer several hours before 
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The freezer is just about full, but

serving to allow adequate thawing time. 

Make your rolls ahead of time, com- 
plete thru the baking stage, so that all 
you will have to do on the day is remove 
them from the freezer, and warm in the 
oven. Use your regular roll recipe. Cool 
the rolls quickly following the baking 
process. 

They should be wrapped in air-tight, 
vapor-proof wrappings to freeze. Store 
so they will not crush. A cardboard con- 
tainer would solve the problem. They 
should be reheated in the sealed wrap- 
pings during the latter part of the time 
the ham is roasting. 

Topping your meal is pecan pie which 
can be made two weeks ahead of time. 

The pie should be made according 
to a regular pie recipe, baked and 
cooled. It should be wrapped, pref- 
erably in foil, and frozen. Thaw the 

pie in the original wrapping in a 250 

to 300 degree oven. A whipped 

cream topping will delight all fam- 
ily members. 


It’s easy to approach a holiday or a 
special dinner when you have had time 
to do some advance planning and prep- 
aration. With your dinner in the freezer, 
you are free to enjoy your family and 
guests with no cooking worries on your 
mind.—Jane Steele, Story County, Iowa.

Eggs Get Dirty | 


In Spring 


Keep Eggs Clean By Shutting Hens Up, 
Providing Plenty Of Nests And Litter 


| OW many farm people keep 
their laying flocks behind a 
fence the year round? More than 
used to. But some still open the 
hen house door in the spring and 
let the layers range. 
That’s a good way to get fewer 
eggs and dirty eggs. So, at least, 


thinks William Klaus, O’Brien 
county, lowa. 
“You'll get cleaner eggs and 


more of them, if you keep the hens 
shut up the year around,” he says. 

It is a great temptation to turn 
the birds loose on a nice spring 
day. But Mr. Klaus, like many 
other farmers, believes that if lay- 
ers have sufficient floor space they 
are much better off in confinement. 

“If you turn the hens loose, they 
are bound to lay away,” 
Klaus. That means clutches of 
eggs in the haymow. Most of these 
show up after they’re two or three 
weeks old. 


says 


When hens are out ranging 
around in spring weather, 
they bring hack dirty feet. 
And even if they lay at home, 
the eggs take a lot of cleaning. 
Some poultry raisers try a com- 

promise. They keep the hens in 
until noon. By that time, most of 
the eggs will have been laid.Then 
they turn the hens loose, and hope 
for the best. 


.But that compromise may be 
only second-best, according to 
Harland Brownmiller, Cherokee 
county, lowa. 


He thinks it pays best to keep 
the hens shut up the year roung. 
If layers are allowed to roam, they 
come off the roosts in the morn- 
ing with an empty crop. And 
sometimes they start off on a day’s 
jaunt without having a _ proper 
breakfast. 

Even if a hen is kept in until 
noon, she may lose out on the ra- 
tion for the rest of the day. Bugs, 
worms and corn from around the 
crib may taste good, but there’s 
a better egg-producing ration back 


in the self-feeders in the hen 
house. 

Brownmiller, incidentally, 
thinks there is more money in 
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chickens than hogs. He has stopped 
raising hogs and turned his hog 
house into a laying house. 

‘This converted laying house is 
equipped with community type 
roll away nests, while his 
laying house has the standard type 
of nest. 

The roll away does the best job, 
according to Brownmiller. He'll 
change over to this type of nest in 
the other house. The roll away 
holds broken and dirty eggs to a 
minimum. 

As most farmers know, the roll 
away nest has a slanting wire bot- 


othe! 


tom. The eggs roll to the front 
for gathering, don’t stay where 


they can be stepped on, dirtied or 
cracked. 

No matter what kind of nest is 
used, this Cherokee county poultry 
raiser says: “Use plenty.” He has 
provided more: nests than recom- 
mended because layers will crowd 
into one nest if no other ones are 


empty. 
If an egg is trapped between 
two hens, it hasn’t much of a 


chance to come out unbroken. 

Another way to keep eggs clean 
is to keep the nests clean. Close 
up the nests at night to prevent 
birds from roosting in them. 

Egg eating, once it gets a {foot 
hold, is hard to break. And it ID 
creases the number of dirty eggs. 

So Brownmiller has his 
flock debeaked before they £0 
in the laying house in the fall. 
Preventing cannibalism — is 
more important than prevent- 
ing dirty but debeaking 
helps on both.

Locate Nest In 
Dry Areas 


Locating nests in a dry area 
of the laying house may cut 
time spent in cleaning eggs. 
And produce a much higher 
quality egg without much ex- 
pense to the producer, says 
Glen H. Thacker, extension 
poultryman at the University 
of Nebraska. -f 
Locating the nest in the driest 

area of the laying house prevents 
hens going direct from wet litter 





to the nest and tracking dirt into 
the nest. Dropping pits between 
the nest and the feeding area 


| help keep hens’ feet clean. Clean 
feet mean fewer dirty eggs. 


A careful study of your laying 
house may show you how you 
can move nests to another area 
which will give you cleaner eggs. 





Prevent Fowl 
Cholera 


If you have had fowl chol- 
era in your hen flock, replace- 
ment chicks should be raised 
on clean ground entirely sepa- 
rated from the area where the 
hen flock was kept. 

When pullets are housed, they 
should be confined to the laying 
house and not allowed contact 
with the contaminated soil around 
the farm, says Dr. S. W. Alford, 
of the University of Nebraska. 

When cholera strikes, all birds 
that die should be burned. And 
any sick birds should be killed 
and burned. The rest of the flock 
should be sold for slaughter or 
killed and burned. The laying 
house should be thoroly cleaned 
and disinfected. 

Keep all birds out of the infected 
house for three or four months 
after cleaning. Then restocking 
should be only with baby chicks. 





Back Lawn Is Poor 
Pullet Range 


The back lawn and exercise 
yard make poor range for pul- 
lets, says Emil Malinovsky, 
poultry specialist at Ohio 
State University. 

Birds that have to spend lots of 
time looking for grass will not de- 
velop into strong, healthy pullets. 
You can cut thé feed bill by pro- 
viding them with fresh, tender 
grass. 

Ladino clover range can support 
about 500 pullets an acre. Good 
ladino pasture can make a big sav- 
ing in the feed bill. But Malinov- 
sky cautions growers that ladino 
range for poultry must be good 
quality and managed properly. 

Here are two practices needed 
to get best results: 

1. Keep range plants clipped to 
about three inches high. 

2. Move waterers, feeders and 
range houses often. This helps re-

Farmers Who Like Flowers Find 
That ““Glads” Are Easy To Raise 


YOU can raise potatoes, you 

can raise gladiolus. It may 
mean a few less hills of potatoes, 
but you’ll have a lot more fun. 

It’s a hobby that requires no 
fancy equipment and no expense 
beyond a few bulbs. You can raise 
them in a single row, or you can 
devote an entire patch. Your per- 
sonal pride from sharing the re- 
sults will warm your heart. 

Gladiolus bulbs need to be 
planted away from trees and build- 
ings. They do especially well in 
soil that is suited for gardens. And 
they will do even better when they 
are exposed to much sunshine ina 
well-drained area.

They can be cultivated while 
you are cultivating your garden. 
Extra watering,if you have time, 
when the spikes are. forming will 
pay extra dividends. 

Many people do not Know that 
vou can plant these bulbs as early 
as four Weeks before the danger of 
frost is over. You can continue un- 
til July. 

It is possible to stagger the pro- 
duction of spikes by selecting 
early bulbs for the first 
planting; by using large and small 
bulbs, and by planting every week 
during May and June.

Normally this will “give a con- 
tinuous cutting of flowers from 
early July until killing frost comes. 
This will mean about three months 

new surprises every day. 

There are two ways of han- 
dling the spikes. One is to 
leave them in the rows where 
they may or may not be seen 
by friends; the other is to cut 
them when one to three florets 
have opened,

a good start in the miniatures. 

It is a mistake to think that a 
few dozen bulbs of the larger 
variety is enough. Most growers 
sell bulbs by the hundred, and 25 
can usually be purchased at the 
100 rate. 

Small bulbs (numbers four, five 
and six) can usually be purchased 
for about $2 per hundred. Many 
good bulblets (the little bulb at- 
tached to the mother bulb) can be 
bought for 25 cents a package. A 
certain number of buibs will pro- 
duce spikes the first year. Here is 
an economical way for the begin- 
ner to start this hobby. 

It’s a good idea for a beginner 
to purchase about 25 bulbs of sev- 
eral good varieties in the standard 
colors: white, cream, yellow, pink 
and red. 

There are, of course, many 
related shades _ including 
smokies, blues, darks and

A few names of the standard 
gladiolus are given here and by 
no means do they exhaust the field 
—white: Florence Nightingale, 
Mother Fischer, Snow Princess 
and White Lace; cream: White 
Gold, Lake Placid, Leading Lady;

and Spotlight; pink: Beauty’s 
Blush, Phantom Beauty, Spic and 
Span, Sweet Sixteen, and Friend- 
ship; red: Firebrand, Hawkeye 
Red, Birch Red, Mid-America and 
Kenwood. 

These are just a few of the 
names. Actually all of the flowers 
are beautiful. If there is one more 
attractive it might be “Dieppe,” a 
gorgeous scarlet flower. This bulb 
is not expensive, and it produces a 
flower that feels like suede and 
has a translucent appearance.—

For Hog Pasture

That Rule Helps To Get Better Service 
For Rebuilt Rural Telephone Company 


by Wendell S. 


“7 KNEW it was going to be good 


—but it’s better than I’d ex- 
pected.” Gustaf Gustafson was 
speaking of their new dial tele- 


phone service out of Joice (Worth 
county, Iowa), which had been 
hooked up only a few weeks be- 
fore. 

It’s part of the new Winnebago 
Cooperative Telephone Associa- 
tion, financed thru REA. (35 years 
to repay, at two percent interest.) 
The system includes 2,500 patrons 
(expected to increase to 2,700) to 
be serviced by automatic switch- 
boards in six towns (handling 
both town and rural phones). In 
three other towns, the independ- 
ent comparly operating there is 
hired to do the rural switching. 


Rebuilding is still under way. 
On March 9 the fourth exchange 
was cut over to dial, with five 


more to follow this season. 


A prized feature of the sys- 
tem is that you get free serv- 
ice to adjoining towns. “Ex- 
tended scope service,” it’s 
called. That is, neighbors can 
always talk to neighbors with- 
out extra toll, even if they live 
on the fringe of an area. 


A Joice patron can call persons 
out of five towns, reaching about 


2,700 phones. A Leland patron 
can call four towns, to about 3,000 
phones. 

Outlying towns are included 
even tho they are not members 


of the cooperative. Here the out- 
side town handles the construction 
and upkeep of its half of the con- 
necting trunk lines. The coopera- 
tive takes care of its end. 

“We had that arrangement with 
our old system, too,” said Gustaf- 
son. “It was free—if you had 
plenty of time. And if you did get 
thru, you couldn’t hear, anyway.” 

Then people would drive to 
town to place a long distance call.

Now, they hear as well on their 
farm phone as they would in town. 

The Winnebago association in- 
volved a consolidation of 44 sepa- 
rate mutuals. Some were good. 
Some were pretty terrible. 

Elmer O. Bergland, president of 
the new cooperative, lived eight 
and a half miles from Lake Mills, 
on the tail end of a line serving 
26 farmers. It was a metallic ‘tir- 
cuit, but still they were often un- 
able to ring thru to central. “Peo- 
ple were good, tho,” he said. “Gen- 
erally someone nearer town would 
ring in for you.” 


So you can see why these 
people are really thrilled over 
their new system. “Is it ever 
swell!” exclaimed Mrs, Lrvin 
Slattum. 


I picked up the handset at the 
Slattum home and heard a man 
talking who had just dialed a 
number. “I just got thru right 
away,” he told his party. “There's 
nothing to it.” 

Retired farmers in town who 
never would use the phone before, 
are now enjoying calling out to 
places in the country. 

There are nine phones on the 
Slattum line (10 is the limit). As 
soon as everything is adjusted, 
they will hear only one ring— 
their own. Their telephone has 
all the latest features: If the hand- 
set is accidentally knocked off the 
cradle (or if you pick it up to 
listen), it won’t ground the line 
for others. Then when you want 
to talk, you must press a small 
button. 

Conversations are automatically 
timed to about seven minutes. 
You get a warning signal about 
one minute previous, then are cut 
off. “I think that’s al} right,” said 
Mrs. Slattum. “One shouldn’t mo- 
nopolize the line too much.”

“How can we go about it to get 
such service for ourselves?” That’s 
what farmers everywhere are ask- 
ing. While we were there one 
man called on manager Bergland 
to learn what to do. 

His people had three exchanges 
lined up which might unite. Their 
present privately owned service 
cost only $2.00 per month, but 
there wasn’t much service. Wires 
hanging on the ground, slow fixing 
when things went wrong, too 
many patrons per line. 

To qualify for an REA loan such 
as Winnebago has, the cooperative 
must have a 10 to 15 percent 
equity. In other words, you can 
borrow up to 85 or 90 percent of

In Winnebago, the balance was

| at $10 each, plus the capital equity 





in the old telephone companies. 
Owners of the old lines were not 
paid in cash. Instead‘ they hold 
certificates of equity, payable at 
the discretion of the association. 


“This was a bigger job than 
starting REA,” said Gustafson 
(who is one of the directors). 
“REA was all new. But here 
we had our old telephones and 
a little service with them. And 
all the old companies to per- 
suade.” 


Manager Bergland points out 
that rural telephone service is not 
attractive to private investors. In- 
creased use doesn’t bring increased 
revenue, as in REA. The big towns 
are the cream, with their short 
lines and high rentals. To keep 
down the cost, a rural system must 
be large. 

How big? He thinks their sys- 
tem, which appears big with its 
2,500 phones, still is not large 
enough. They could handle 1,000 
more with only one or two more 
on the force, he says. Any system 
must have a good manager, well- 
kept records, and a good foreman. 
The intricate dial equipment re- 
quires little servicing. But when 
it does need servicing it takes an 
expert.

|} the state, no sales tax would be 
due on the sale.

Must Pay Delinquent 
Old Age Tax 


To the Editor: For the past 
several years, we have been 
getting a tax statement say- 
ing we owe some back tax.

Every person who lived in Iowa 
at that time and was 21 years old 
or older was supposed to pay a 
tax of two dollars.

Non-Game Birds Are 
Protected 


To the Editor: We try to 
keep some song birds around 
the house. And every time we 
get some to stay here the boys 
in the community shoot them. 
Are these song birds protected 
under the Iowa law?—A. W., 
Pocahontas County, Iowa. 


Yes. Protected non-game birds 
include any wild birds except the 
following: European starlings, 
English or house sparrow, black- 
bird, crow, sharpshinned hawk, 
Coopers hawk and the _ great 
horned owl. Song birds are also 
protected by federal laws. Pro- 
tection includes the birds’ nests 
and eggs. 

The penalty for killing pro- 
tected non-game birds under lowa 
law is: a fine of not less than $10 
nor more than $500, or 30 days in 
jail. Under the federal law, the 
fine can’t be more than $500. * 





When Husband And 
Wife Own Bonds

bonds. Both our names are on 
the bonds. When one of us 
dies, will the other own all of 
the bonds?—Mrs. H. B., Dodge 
County, Nebraska. 


Government bonds of series E 
may be registered (1) in the name 
of one person; (2) in the names of 
two persons as co-owners; and (3) 
in the name of one person payable 
on death to one other designated 
person.

should die, the survivor would 
own the bonds.

For Insects 


Insect Experts Exchange Ideas, Report 


Experiment Results At Annual Conference 


What's new in the field of 
insect and pest control? To 
keep you up to date, Field 
Editor Dave Bryant attended 
the annual conference of e¢n- 
tomologists from the north 
central states last month in 
St. Louis, Mo. That’s where 
the insect experts get together 
to exchange ideas. Here’s a 
report on new developments 
and research discussed at the 
meeting. 


Balke get excited about rad- 
ionic insect control. The sensa- 
tional method failed to control] in- 
sects last year in Ohio, according 
to Claud Neiswander of the Ohio 
agricultural experiment station. 
Inventors of the process have 
claimed that they can broadcast 
radio waves which kill certain in- 
sects. They take an aerial photo 
of the area on which insect con- 
tro] is desired and insert it into 
their machine. Then they have 
claimed their process will kill in- 
sects in that area. What’s more— 
if you want a check plot, all you 
do is cut out part of the picture, 
according to the people who run 
the machine. 
Because the machine is too tech- 


nical for farmers to operate, its 
ownets have proposed to contract 
with farmers to control insects on 
their farms. Last year the Ohio 
Farm Bureau financed tests made 
in cooperation with the Ohio agri- 
cultural experiment station. 

The machine was tested for con- 
tro] of corn borers, spittlebugs, 
Japanese beetles, corn earworms 
and apple aphids. Neiswander re- 
ports that the radionic process re- 
sulted in no control whatsoever. 
In fact, the insect population was 
higher in most of the treated plots 
than it was in the check plots. 

Other entomologists say that 
radionic insect control in other 
states where it has been tried has 
not been so successful as some re 
ports would indicate. 

MAYBE WE CAN GET better 
livestock insect control by inject- 
ing insecticides into the animals. 
This new method of insect contro] 
has looked promising in 
tests. It’s called “chemothera- 
peutic” insect control. Still in the 
experimental stage, it isn’t recom- 
mended for use on farms yet.

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Cattle Grubs Killed 
By Injections 


quarantine says that recent tests 
indicate that it’s possible to kill 
grubs in cattle by injecting insecti- 
cides into the animals. But he 
adds that it isn’t practical yet. And 
he doesn’t know whether or not 
the Food and Drug administration 
will approve the practice. 

Bushland and his co-workers in- 
jected aldrin, dieldrin and lindane 
into cattle. Result was that the 
grubs died in the cysts on the 
backs of cattle. Or if the grubs 
emerged alive, they were too weak 
to produce flies. 

Injecting insecticides into cattle 
also has given good results in con- 
trolling horn flies and stable flies. 
Bushland reported. Limited test- 
ing has indicated that the insecti- 
cide injections are effective for at 
least a month—maybe longer. 

One question hasn’t been an- 
swered yet. How do the chemical 
injections affect milk and meat 
from the treated animals? 

MECHANICAL RUBBING DE- 
VICES aren’t recommended for 
the control of grubs on cattle. W. 
M. Rogoff, entomologist at South 
Dakota State College, says that all 


tests to control grubs with me- 
chanical devices have failed. 
Rotenone spray or dust have 


proved most effective. 

However, mechanical rubbing 
devices or homemade _ rubbing 
cables are effective in control of 
horn flies, entomologists say. 





SYSTEMIC INSECTICIDES 
stir the imaginations of entomol- 
ogists. Those are the new chem- 
icals which are absorbed and 
translocated to all parts of plants. 
They make the plant poisonous 
to certain insects. 

Systemic insecticides would 
make it possible to control insects 
which feed on the inside of plants 
where sprays won’t reach them. 


Also there’s evidence that these 
insecticides might be _ effective 
longer than insecticides now used 


in the Corn Belt. 

Systemic insecticides have been 
used extensively in England. And 
they’re being used to control cot- 
ton crop insects in southern U. S. 

As research progresses, ento- 
mologists are learning more about 
these new insecticides. J. M. 
Magner, entomologist with one 
commercial chemical company, 
reports that systemic insecticides 
appear to be most promising for 
protection of non-food crops. Sys- 
temic insecticides aren’t yet gen- 
erally recommended for use in the 
Corn Belt. 

Magner points out that systemic 
insecticides are poisonous to hu- 
mans if inhaled or taken in thru 
the skin. Any physical contact 
with the chemicals should be 
avoided. 

Application of these insecticides 
may be a job for trained special- 
ists, Magner Persons mak- 
ing the applications should wear 
complete protective clothing in- 
cluding coveralls, rubber boots, 
rubber gloves, rubber’ apron, 
goggles and face covering—maybe 
a gas mask. In England, workers 
applying systemic insecticides 
ride in air conditioned tractor 
cabs with charcoal filters, Magner 
says. All livestock should be re- 
moved from the area when mak- 
ing applications. 

Despite the problems, systemic 
insecticides are regarded with 
much hope by insect control ex- 
perts.

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Feed Antibiotics To 
Market Weights 
Does it pay to drop antibiot- 
ics from hog rations after pigs 
reach 125 pounds? Another an- 
swer has come from South Da- 
kota experiments. 


Pigs were fed in three lots (1) 
a control lot with a good basic ra- 
tion, (2) basic ration plus anti- 
biotic to market weight, (3) basic 
ration plus antibiotic for 49 days, 


then .back to basic ration until 
market weight. 

The control lot, without anti- 
biotics, made 228 pounds in 111 
days; lot with antibiotic for 49 
days only required 102 days to 


reach 226 pounds; with antibiotic 
all the way, pigs reached 225 
pounds in 94 days. 

Dr. Richard F. Wilson, who ran 
the experiments, said this: 

“Although the differences in feed 
cost were not large, the feed cost 
was highest in the control lot (no 
antibiotic) and lowest in the 
where an antibiotic was 
throughout the test. Also the pigs 
fed the antibiotic were more uni- 
form.”

Ezra Taft Benson is getting a 
lot of support from eastern 
papers.

Wall Street Journal: Mr. Benson 
has not yet proposed in detail 
what a farm policy ought to be, 
but he is quite blunt on what it 
ought not to be.. And since he 
thinks it ought not to be what it 
is, he is bound to make a lot of 
people mad... In sum, he thinks 
government ought to stop 
some of its “help” to the farmer.

We haven’t heard anything like it

The present farm 
program is a piece of economic 
foolishness and, what is worse, 
immoral. It will lead either to a 
complete regimentation of farm- 
ers by the state or to a wave of 
reaction against the absurdities 
which could sweep out all farm 
programs altogether. 

Life Magazine: Ezra Taft Ben- 
son, one of the strongest men and 
best- qualified in the Eisenhower 
cabinet, is breathing a new phi- 
losophy through the labyrinthine 
corridors of his huge Department 
of Agriculture. To those U. S. 
farmers who think much about 
the future of farming, it comes 
like fresh air in an old barn. ... 

A “surplus” is never a plethora, 
but a sign of bad pricing. Ben- 
son’s policy, according to indica- 
move toward more 
flexible support prices as rapidly 
law will permit, while 
keeping one steady eye on the 
maintenance of total farm income. 

With flexible supports, he can 
use price as a lever to induce or 
curtail production. Thus, when as 
at present there is too much high- 
priced wheat, prices would be al- 
lowed to fall nearer world level.
